SKIP ROCHETTE 


Head Coach 


SKIP ROCHETTE: Entering his fourth year as 
head coach of the Stingers, has enjoyed tremendous 
success as both a football player and coach. Skip first 
received notoriety at the University of Bridgeport (Conn.) 
where he quarterbacked the football team during a four 
year stint while earning a Bachelor of Science degree. In 
his senior year Rochette received honourable mention on 
the All-New England and All-East teams and was selected 
to play in the Knute Rochne Bowl. Skip then earned a 
second Bachelor degree in Education at Queen’s Uni- 
versity where he led the varsity football team to the 
Western Bowl. 


He was drafted twice by C.F.L. teams, the Montreal 
Alouettes in 1970 and the Winnipeg Blue Bombers in 
1971, but became a victim of the newly-implemented 
“designated import” rule: 


Skip began his coaching career at Pierrefonds Comprehensive High School where he spent five 
years as Chairman of the Physical Education Department and head football coach. He compiled an 
impressive 38-12 record at Pierrefonds, including consecutive Provincial Championships in 1975 and 


1976. 


Coach Rochette then moved on to the University of New Brunswick to earn a Masters degree in 
Physical Education and served as offensive co-ordinator for the varsity football team. 


BOB HURTUBISE 
Defensive Co-ordinator 


Bob rejoins coach Rochette after a 
year’s absence. His university coach- 
ing experience includes two years 
as defensive co-ordinator for the 
Stingers (78-79) and one season as 
defensive line and linebacker coach 
with the Simon Fraser Clansmen 
(80). Hurtubise worked with Rochette 
at Pierrefonds Comprehensive and 
helped guide them totitlesin’75 and 
76.

Receiver Coach 


Johnis returning for his 3rd year and 
brings a wealth of experience to the 
Stingers.

Offensive Backfield 


Although this is Chris’ first year, he is 
very familiar with coach Rochette 
and his system. Coach McKenna 
played for Skip at Pierrefonds and 
U.N.B. and spent one season at 
University of Bridgeport. Chris cap- 
tained the U.N.B. squad in 1977 and 
later coached the Red Bombers’ of- 
fensive backfield. 


WALLY HIGHSMITH 
Defensive Line 


A 13 year veteran of the National 
Football League, Canadian Football 
League, and World Football League, 
Wally returns as the Stingers’ defen- 
sive line coach. He previously coached 
in the North Shore Football League. 


MARIO SPINA 
Offensive Backfield 


Mario joins the coaching staff after a 
series of injuries cut short a brilliant 
career. He was named Freshman 
Athlete of the Year in 1977, then 
missed the entire ’78 season when 
he suffered a dislocated shoulder in 
an exhibition scrimmage. An explo- 
sive runner, who also returned kicks, 
Mario holds the school’s record for 
“longest run from scrimmage” (92 
yards), “longest punt return” (95 
yards), “most yards punt return in a 
season” (223 yards) and “longest 
pass from scrimmage” (109 yards).

KEN LOWE: 4 graduate of Concordia’s Bio-Physical Education pro- 
gramme, Ken maintains the Concordia Therapy room as one of the finest in the 
country. As well as being Athletic Therapist for the Stingers, Ken also assists 
the Montreal Alouettes of the CFL. 


STINGER DEFENCE SWARMS OVER BISHOP’S QUARTERBACK 


FOOTBALL FORECAST 


Coach Skip Rochette enters his fourth season as head coach of the Stingers football squad, confident that the rebuilding 
program he began three years ago has been successfully completed. Now, he asserts, is the time for Concordia to take ona new 
role, that of league contender. 


“My first three years represented a complete rebuilding program,” Rochette recently stated. “Now for the first time, we only 
have players that we recruited and who are in tune with the philosophy of our program.” 


While the Stingers are a relatively young team, Rochette believes that the lessons learned the last two years in which Concordia 
won three league games, have given his players invaluable experience. 


“There is no limit to what this team can accomplish this year,” Rochette emphasized. “We have paid the price over the last three 
years, now we must. reap the rewards.” 


Leading the impressive list of returnees are All-Canadian prospects Gerry Prud’homme, Ross Reeves, Rick Sabourin, Phil 
Macaulay and Tony Marrone. Prud’homme was selected winner of the Montreal Alouette Alumni trophy, as well as being 
selected an OQIFC All-Star at the wide receiver position. Gerry finished his second season with 27 receptions for 682 yards and 
5 touchdowns. Reeves and Sabourin will anchor the defensive squad from the linebacker position, while Macaulay, a four year 
veteran, will lead the defensive secondary. Marrone, who experienced an outstanding rookie year, will center an experienced 
offensive line. Colin Anderson, last year’s top passer will receive strong challenges from veteran Peter Malo, returning after a 
separated shoulder last year, and newcomer Joe Cerino. 


Other rookies slated fora lot of playing time are wide receiver Robin Istace, running backs Greg Thomas and Mark Simpson, and 
linebacker Pierre Deschamps and lineman Les Pyke. 


The Stingers will have to put it all together to win in the tough OQIFC. Although they appear to have the tools to be a serious 
contender, on paper all six schools are improved over last season. This league has no “weak sisters” as last year’s 30-21 victory 
by Carleton (1-6) over National finalist Ottawa (6-1) and Concordia’s 10-9 season ending loss to the same Gee Gees illustrates. 
You have to “come to play” every weekend and need at least 3 wins to have a chance at a playoff position. The Stingers want 
more than that, and it’s not beyond their reach in 1981. 


MEET THE STINGERS 


Co-Captains: Rick Sabourin & Frank Pileggi 


One of the key ingredients to any winning team is leadership, a quality that is evident on the 1981 Concordia Stingers Football 
team. Coach Rochette feels that this year’s co-captains, third-year halfback Frank Pileggi and second-year linebacker Rick 
Sabourin will lead the Stingers out of mediocrity. 


“We are very confident that both Frank and Rick will lead by example,” Rochette stated as the Stingers ran through their first day 
of training camp. “They represent the type of athlete that we want to represent Concordia University, intelligent, talented 
players who make the most of their ability. Their competitiveness and desire to win will make the Stingers a very tough team to 
beat.” 


Pileggi is a powerful running back who averaged 4.5 yards a carry for the Stingers last year before torn ligaments sent him to the 
sidelines in the sixth game. After a gruelling off-season rehabilitation program, Frank is ready to resume the role of the team’s 
top rusher. One thing for sure, Pileggi is used to winning. White at Vanier College he was named the Outstanding CEGEP Player 
of the Year, and Most Valuable Player in the Community College Bowl in 1978 as he led the Cheetahs to a National title. 


Sabourin came to Concordia last year from the Ottawa Sooners of the Ontario Junior League and immediately impressed 
people with his tenacious play in training camp and during the season. Rick possesses strength and great quickness, but more 
importantly his intelligence and maturity helped settle a young team: This year his abilities will help lead an older, more talented 
team to their first playoffs in five years.

ED ENOS AS A B.C. LION 


On this night at Vancouver’s Empire Stadium 16,928 fans saw the B.C. 
Lions trounce the Calgary Stampeders 27 — 1 to stay in the hunt for a playoff 
birth in the C.F.L.’s Western Conference. B.C. competely shut down the potent 
Calgary offense holding the Stampeders to a single point. Leading the charge 
from his defensive end position was the former “Boston Strongman” and 


Much has been documented about Ed Enos’ accomplishments as a 
sports administrator and academician, however, little has been written in 
Concordia publications about Ed Enos’ career as an athlete and a coach. B.C. 
Lions’ fans of the late fifties still remember Ed Enos as a fierce 240 Ibs. 
defensive end who came to the Vancouver team from the New York Giants. At 
his Alma Mater, the University of Connecticut, they speak of Ed Enos in glowing 
terms of his intrepidness, stamina, skill and ability to make the game-winning 
big play. The record shows that Ed Enos’ play on the grid iron the the mid-fifties 
was so outstanding that it won him a place on Connecticut’s All-Time Great 
Football team and captain of TKE All-American Football team in 1956. In his 
hometown of East Boston, they recall Ed Enos as one of their finest all-round 
athletes excelling in Football, Hockey, Swimming and Amateur Boxing. 


Football fans in three geographic areas have equally laudible reports of the work of Ed Enos as acoach. Serving the Montreal 
Alouettes in 1963 and 1964 he developed one of the best defensive units in the CFL. In recognition of his dedicated efforts, he 
was named to The Montreal Alouettes Football Club Hall of Fame as acoach in 1971.Vermont’s Norwich University refers to the 
initiative, knowledge and enthusiasm of Ed Enos as being inspiring to student athletes, faculty and staff alike. In Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts where Ed Enos launched his career in the field of education they still are talking about the precision football 


team and thirteen game undefeated string his coaching produced. 


As one can easily surmise when Dr. Edmund F. Enosis in attendance at a Stingers’ game it is more than ajob but a love of 


sport and the opportunity to reflect with pride on his own days as an elite athlete.
